Aviassaf Barnes 

VIASSAF Barnes Bern- 

stein, who died on Nov- 
ember 5. was a characteristic 
figure in our country’s musi- 
cal life. 

Born in Wim in 1903 — 
the son of a Man and com- 
poser of liturgical and folk 
music — Barnes began to 
compose at the age of six. 
From 1912.to 1914 he was @ 
pupil at the Stern Conserva- 
tory at Berlin.

ILSO. Those in the know were 
| confident that within a month 
or two many other families 
will pay up and that electric 
light would soon be regarded 
as a social distinction that 
few could afford to be with- 
out, 

Dr. Yadin, who had just 
completed the 1958 season's 
digging. was present at the 
ceremony. He wished the 
people of Hatzor a future 
that would make them again 
“the head of all the king- 
'doms” of the area, as the 
Hatzor of their forebears, 
| now buried in the nearby tel, 
nad been in Biblical times. 
He asked them to remember 
their historic task of rebuild- 
ing Hatzor as part of a 
chain of settlements without 
which there would be no 
safety for Israel, as King 
Solomon had realized 2,000 
years ago. * 

Even the King, wisest of 
all men, had been tnable to 
bring electricity to Hatzor 
“but the PEC has done it. 
grinned Dr. Ladin. And after 
the speeches and the festivi- 
ties were over, the PEC men 
moved on to drain the Ga- 
lilee of more darkness, as the 
swamps h been drained 
from the Hula.
